NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALA.ON. 
WAR WEATHERVANE ; WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Belgium’s move 


~~ to slide out of her military alliance with 
France was more than an idle straw in the European diplomatic whirl- 
wind.. It was another turn of the war weathervane more definitely to- 
ward realignment of European friendships on a basis of Fascism and 
Communism. 

World diplomats are not giving public interpretations, but they know 
the reason behind it. They all inwardly accept France as practically Com- 
munistic, from an international diplomatic standpoint. They see not only 
the Franco-Russian alliance, but the balance of power wielded by Com- 
munists in the French chamber of deputies. 

The Belgians also saw that and wanted no part of it. Realistically, 
they saw, further, that the danger of war in Europe now is between 
Germany and Russia. They did not want to be drawn into it indirectly 


by their old historic alliance with France. 

DIVISION It does not mean war, but it does mean the decline of 
France as a world power unless she can extricate herself. 

It spoils the last pretense of the‘old French foreign policy of security. 

It would leave her only Russia as a certain ally, surrounded by Fascist 

Germany, Italy and Spain, with such constitutional monarchies as Eng- 

land and Belgium drawing away from her. 

French statesmen will undoubtedly do all they can to keep the Bel- 
gian king’s assertion of neutrality from being carried out fully. They 
may succeed sufficiently to muddle the situation, but they cannot turn 
the wind which is definitely against them. 

War will come when the Fascist camps are solidified and corelated, 
when the coming Fascist government of Spain is entrenched, when Fas- 
cist Germany and Italy push up to the Soviet border, consolidating their 
positions and influence in Austria, Hungary and the Balkans.

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SURGEONS PLAN DRIVE 
TO RAISE STANDARDS 


American College Will Des- 
ignate 200 Hospitals for 
Training Centers. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 18.—(/) - 
Plans for a nation-wide, permanent 
drive to improve further the surgical 
work of American hospitals and doc- 
tors were outlined here today by the 
board of regents of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons as members gathered 
for the annual clinical congress of 
the organization opening tomorrow. 

The college, as the only national 
body qualified to undertake the work. 
plans to accomplish in the field of 
Surgery much the same results it has 
achieved during the past 23 years in 
Improved hospital standards, Dr. 
George P. Muller, of Philadelphia, a 
member of the board of regents, ex- 
plained, 

2 To Designate Hospitals. 

It is felt that uniform legislation 
throughout the various states is im- 
possible at the present time as a 
means of accomplishing the ends de- 
sired,” he added, “and the American 


College of Surgeons believes that it is| 


the best ageney through which 
Aims can be accomplished.” 
Survey is now being made of the 
hospitals of the country to determine 
which are able to train surgeons and 
these, expected to number more than 
20), will be designated as surgical 
training centers in order that in the 
future there will be an assured in- 
creased supply of surgeons. 
In addition, the college will require 
next year that young doctors must 
have two years of experience in sur- 
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)}gery in addition to internship before 


being approved as surgeons and it is 
hoped that pressure can be brought 
to bear on hospital supervisors which 
will insure that no person will be ap- 
‘pointed as a surgeon unless the ap- 
wintment is approved by the college, 
‘Dr. Muller said. 


Lack of Training. 


At the present time, even though a 
majority of the states require that a 
medical student complete at least a 
|year of internship before being li-| 
icensed to practice medicine, the high- 
‘ly developed technical knowledze 
which a surgeon must have is not im- 
parted to the student, Dr. Muller de- 
clared. 

“Up to this time, except in the 
-arger medical schools, there has been 
little organized provision for the 
‘training of young surgeons’ unless) 
they become assistants to 
over a period of years and finally be- 
‘come promoted,” he added. “It is felt ' 
that this system should be extended 
and regulated so that greater oppor- | 
tunity will be given for training in) 
the technical aspects of surgery.” 

The college maintains a close watch | 
of its 12.000 members and the hos- | 
pitals they are connected with at all 
times and this supervision will be the | 
/means employed in raising the stand- | 
ards of surgery, Dr. Muller added.

The one touchdown scored from formation, ex- 
cluding the blocked kick touchdown, came on a pass. 


Tech’s touchdown was not a formation play. That was the 


play “‘Benny-’ made. 


THE “HONEY” BLUES.

boy ‘‘Honey” Hackney started the Techs off on the ‘‘Honey 
Blues,’’ a much bluer song than “The Sugar Blues.”’

Hackney’s run of 23 yards to a touchdown, after he had 
tried to pass and reversed his mind and the field to run with the 
ball, was a bit of football artistry. 

He showed everything in that one run. And there 
followed, hard on his heels, another touchdown on a 
pass. This was the play on which Fletcher Sims says he 
was cut down before the pass was thrown. 

The subs were simply caught up in a whirl of fast football 
and it proved too much for them.

Jessie Durham, who has outwit- 
ted prohibition agents and their suc- 
eessors of the Federal Alcohol Tax 
Unit for some years over in Spald- 
ing county, has found this out.

Some of these high-off-the-ground 
houses are wide and rambling.

The screw worm—scourge of Geor- 
gia’s livestock industry—is increasing 
rapidly again. 

Tom O'Neill, assistant state ento- 
mologist, just returned from. the 
southern part of the state yesterday, 
reported cases had increased from 12 
in the first eight and a half months 
of 1936 to 400 in the past month. 

The screw worm  infests open 
wounds on live animals and, if un- 
controlled, cause their death. In 1934 
the worm also caused death among a 
number of human beings in Georgia.
